Tbo ratio 
of earnings of the national banks to capital 
f nd snrplos for lh« year ]Si7 wai .">.02 per 
cent, tnrlit in estimated lhat tbe ratio for 
1878 will not bo greater. ITjo Comptroller 
IKS also compiled the complete dividend 
returns from the nitional banks in Risteen 
ot the principal cities, for tho year ending 
September \, 187S, from which it appears 
thai ill,;.20,129 losses havo been charged 
off by Ibosa banks, of which $I,G09,%3 
were for depreciation in tbo premium on 
United SUlcs bonds, held by Iho banks as 
Mtnrity for circulation. Tho toUl losses 
chirgrf eS by tbe banks in these sixteen
